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MINNESOTA'S NOSE.

Curlous History of the Jog In Our
Northern Boundary Line.

How did the United States come to
get that small corner of land which
juts out from the extreme northern
boundary of Minnesota? History of
that little “nose” which sticks out Into
Cannda from Minnesota and which
constitutes the northernmost point of
the United States ls very Interesting.

Under the treaty of 1783 the boundary
between the United States and British
possessions was fixed. A certaln point
on the Lake of the Woods wna mutual-
Iy ngreed to as one starting point, this
belng considered the headwnters of the
Bt Lawrence river and great Inkes
system.

At that time It was not known wheth-
er this point was north or south of the
forty-ninth parallel, but it was known
to be close to it The understanding
was that from that point the boundary
should go north or south to the forty-
ninth paraliel, us the case might be.

Later and more accurnte surveys
showed that point wns about twenty-
five miles north of the forty-ninth par-
allel, and so nt this pince the boundary
miukes o Jog nhove that line.

Uncle S8am thus has a little plece of
territory of nbout a hundred square
miles In egtent north of the general
boundary. And the joke of it Is that
any one hns to go by water in order to
rench this little plece of territory unless
he wonts to go through Canada.—~Path:
